cast. 


Field rep o rts said that the to wn o f 
Takhmau six miles so u th o f the cap ital 
was aban do n ed to the rebels after it 
came u n der heav y reco illess an d 
mo rtar fire. At least 100 go v ern men t 
so ldiers were rep o rted killed o r 
wo u n ded, an d six 105 mm ho witzers 
were left behin d. 


Newsmen in Phn o m Pen h said the 
Khmer Ro u ge still held a marketp lace 
astride the ro ad to the airp o rt. Rep o rts 
Mo n day n ight said the go v ern men t had 
airlifted rein fo rcemen ts to the airfield

Sy dn ey Schan berg o f the New Yo rk 
Times, o n e o f the six American s kn o wn 
to hav e remain ed in Phn o m Pen h, said 
he dro v e thro u gh the Po chen to n g 
market an d saw the rebels, bu t they 
made n o effo rt to sto p him. 


Schan berg said the go v ern men t de­ 
fen se lin es were within three miles o f 
do wn to wn Phn o m Pen h at so me p o in ts. 
Bu t field rep o rts in dicated a lu ll in 
fightin g o n the city 's fro n ts, p u n ctu ated 
by ro cket fire. 


Six rebel ro ckets rep o rtedly fell o n a 
tex tile mill in side the western secto r o f 
the cap ital, raisin g a clo u d o f black 


smo ke v isible fro m afar. Refu gees co n ­ 
tin u ed to stream in to the cap ital fro m 
the n o rthwest, an d they rep o rted heav y 
ro cket fire there. 


Khmer Ro u ge bro adcasts mo n ito red in 
the Thai cap ital said the Co mmu n ist-led 
Cambo dian in su rgen ts to o k the to wn o f 
Prek Phn eo u , o n Phn o m Pen h's n o rthern 
o u tskirts an d were adv an cin g o n a bridge 
less than fo u r miles fro m the cen ter o f 
the city . 


On e bro adcast fro m the in su rgen t sta­ 
tio n , which rep o rtedly is lo cated at 
Kratie, 110 miles n o rtheast o f Phn o m 
Pen h, said the city ‘is o n the p o in t o f co l­ 
lap se, an d we n early hav e liberated the 
en tire city ." 
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An o ther Khmer Ro u ge bro adcast said 
the Cambo dian air fo rce p ilo t who 
bo mbed the military headq u arters in 
Phn o m Pen h Mo n day lan ded in Khmer 
Ro u ge territo ry an d was welco med by 
the in su rgen ts. 
The go v ern men t radio in Phn o m Pen h 
said Lt. Gen . Sak Su thsakhan , the head 
o f the military ju n ta that to o k o v er the 
go v ern men t last weeken d, had relin ­ 
q u ished the defen se min istry to In terio r 
Min ister Ho u Ho n g so that the gen eral 
co u ld dev o te his fu ll time to his jo b o f 
p residen t o f the ju n ta. 
The go v ern men t radio ap p eared to be 
fu n ctio n in g n o rmally an d clo sed its 
n ewscast with Bu ddhist p ray ers fo r the 
Cambo dian n ew y ear in mid-Ap ril.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Retreatin g So u th Vietn amese 
tro o p s lo st o r destro y ed abo u t $780 millio n in weap o n s, am­ 
mu n itio n an d o ther fightin g eq u ip men t an d su p p lies, ac­ 
co rdin g to a key Pen tago n o fficial who in v estigated the 
situ atio n fo r Presiden t Fo rd. 
Erich v o n Marbo d said in an in terv iew, “My fin din gs du r­ 
in g my v isit with Gen . Fred Wey an d’s missio n to Vietn am 
do n o t su bstan tiate the $5 billio n to $10 billio n figu re" u sed 
by Sen . Fran k Chu rch, D-Idaho , last week. 
The co n flict in figu res ap p aren tly stems fro m the dif­ 
feren t bases o n which v o n Marbo d an d Chu rch made their 
calcu latio n s. 
Vo n Marbo d said he u sed the actu al p rice p aid by the 
Un ited States fo r tan ks, aircraft an d o ther eq u ip men t, so me 
o f it bo u ght y ears ago when p rices were lo wer. He u sed 
cu rren t co sts fo r su ch “co n su mables" as ammu n itio n an d 
fu el, he said. 
An aide to Chu rch said the sen ato r arriv ed at his figu res

Findley himself was arrested last week 
o n charges filed by two o f his neighbo rs 
co ncerning lo ud and unnecessary no ise by 
Findley ’s do g.

Tax time 


waits for 


no one 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An estimated 
20 millio n Americans face a midnight 
deadline fo r mailing their tax returns 
and as usual, mo st o f the late filers o we 
the go v ernment mo ney . 
The late tax pay ers represent abo ut 25 
per cent o f the 8 3 millio n perso ns ex pect­ 
ed to file indiv idual returns this y ear. 


Mo st o f the returns already o n file at 
the Internal Rev enue Serv ice are fro m 
peo ple with mo ney due fro m the go v ern­ 
ment. Of the 48 .6 millio n returns which 
the IRS has pro cessed, 41.5 millio n hav e 
been entitled to refunds. 


The av erage refund has been $38 3, up 
fro m $36 4 last y ear. 


Traditio nally , the last returns are sent 
in by tax pay ers o wing mo ney , and that 
appears to be the case this y ear, IRS 
figures indicated. 


But this y ear, many tax pay ers who 
o we the go v ernment stand to get relief 
fro m the tax rebates included as part o f 
the tax cut bill appro v ed last mo nth. 


The rebates are pegged generally to 10 
per cent o f a perso n's to tal tax liability to 
a max imum o f $200 fo r perso ns earning 
$20,000 a y ear. 


The IRS has reco mmended that peo ple 
who o we tax es pay up when they file 
their returns and wait fo r the tax re­ 
bates, which will go o ut in May and J une. 
But the agency has also adv ised that the 
rebate will be applied to the tax es due 
fro m any o ne who simply files a return 
but do esn't pay his o r her tax bill.

co ntributio ns during Hearnes' two ad­ 
ministratio ns and, mo re recently , the 
fo rmer go v erno r’s perso nal finances. 


The grand jury was recessed in­ 
definitely at the co mpletio n o f Hearnes 
appearance last Friday . The U. § . at­ 
to rney ackno wledged reco mmending by 
telepho ne to the J ustice Department in 
Washingto n that no indictments be is­ 
sued relating to Hearnes' 19 6 8 inco me 
tax returns.

The 
Ona ssise s we re invite d to Ira n in 1 9 7 2 a s 
gue sts of Ira n’s top oilma n, Re z a Fa lla h, 
a nd his da ughte r, Lilly. 


Not only did the Ona ssis e ntoura ge run 
up a huge hote l bill, including se ve ra l long­ 
dista nce ca lls, but Ja ckie loa de d up on 
e x pe nsive gifts. The y le ft a ll the bills for 
Fa lla h to pa y. He e ve n pa id for a fa ncy 
Pe rsia n rug, which a be lly da nce r ga ve to 
Ari during he r night club a ct. Ja ckie a lso 
hinte d tha t she would like to ta ke home 
some golde n ca via r, which wa s de live re d in 
gre a t qua ntity to he r hote l. 


Comme nting on this re port, Na ncy 
Tucke rma n told us tha t Ja ckie just bought 
a ja cke t for he r son John, nothing more . 
But we ha ve se e n e vide nce tha t she 
purcha se d 
se ve ra l 
she e pskin 
ja cke ts, 
she e pskin boots, ne ckla ce s, e a rrings, gold 
bra ce le ts, a ntique s a nd a bra ss trunk for 
storing the je we lry.

Rou n d 2 
Hem meter's 
plans may 
save WFL 


NEW YORK (AP) — Recovering from a disaster is no 
simple thing, particularly when the disaster was the 
nightmare which the World Football League became in its 
infant season. 
Somehow, the W FL believes it has recovered, at least 
enough to try to reach the dreams which were so thor­ 
oughly shattered last fall. 
The stories about the W FL are incredible, and mostly 
true. A script writer couldn't have imagined anything much 
worse. 
Against that backdrop and against first-year losses of 120 
million and a record amount of lost credibility, the WFL 
will present itself Wednesday as a league with a future, as 
one which will play in 1975. 
This time, however, the scheme is not so grandiose. The 
million-dollar contracts and supersalesmanship bandied 
about last year will be absent. In its place will be a league 
with a highly conservative — and for sports, revolutionary 
— financial structure. 
The financing scheme, and indeed the fact that there will 
be a league, is a singular tribute to the reorganizing capabi­ 
lities of Chris Hemmeter, a Hawaiian land developer who 
became somewhat upset last year when his Honolulu-based 
W FL lost in excess of $3 million. 
That earned the Hawaiians the honor of having lost more 
in one season than any professional sports team before it, 
and it brought from Hemmeter a pledge that if there was to 
be a W FL again, it would be different or it would play 
without him. 
Sources at the W FL meetings which have been in pro­ 
gress since the weekend say the league expects to announce 
a 10-team league on Wednesday. Helping making that an­ 
nouncement will be such W FL players as Larry Csonka, 
Jim Kiick, Paul Warfield and Calvin Hill. 
Just which cities are to be in the league was not publicly 
known today, and in fact the league may not know yet. 
Hemmeter said he remained "quite optimistic that our pro­ 
blem areas will be resolved, though much work remains to 
be done over the next few days. " 
What that means is that some cities are not yet firm. 
Philadelphia, Memphis, Honolulu, Shreveport, La., and 
Anaheim, Calif., are considered sure bets to be in the WFL. 
Cities considered likely franchise holders are Chicago, 
Birmingham, Ala., Jacksonville, Fla., Portland, Ore., and 
Charlotte, N.C. 
All will operate under Hemmeter's financial plan, which 
requires that each team place in escrowed bank accounts 
150 per cent of their anticipated operating expenses for 
1975. Additionally, percentages of the team's revenue will 
be placed in four separate bank accounts, some of them 
controlled by the league. 
It is from these accounts that the league intends to pay 
player salaries and stadium rents, thus avoiding last year's 
failures. 
And, most players in the league will be guaranteed a 
$10,000 salary against one per cent of their team's gross re­ 
venue, whichever is greater. This will replace the standard 
professional player salary. 
The league will play a 20-game schedule, on weekends, 
beginning the first weekend in August.
